One  hundred  trees  5 to  7 feet,  select  grade  assorted  kinds, 
will  weigh  packed  for  shipment  about  350  lbs.;  freight  charges 
within  a radius  of  500  miles  to  most  points  will  be  less  than  2c 
per  tree  on  the  largest  size  of  fruit  trees,  other  grades  propor- 
tionately less  according  to  size.  The  weight  of  a larger  number 
of  trees,  say  300  of  the  5 to  7 feet  grade,  packed  for  shipment 
will  run  about  800  lbs.,  as  a box  of  suitable  size  to  hold  the  larg- 
er number,  and  packing  required,  will  weigh  considerable  less 
in  proportion  to  the  number.
